REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is viewed as being directed to an apparatus in which claimed 
method of operation steps impart patentability. Specifically, while the prior art, such as 
Watanabe et al.(U.S. Patent No. 6,179,287), shows sheet finishing apparatuses having a stacking 
tray, a processing tray, a movable aligning plate established on the processing tray to traverse in 
movement the discharge direction of the sheets for sheet alignment, and a binding means for 
binding aligned sheets wherein the sheet finishing apparatus discharges sheets to a stacking tray, 
the prior art fails to show such a sheet finishing apparatus in which the distance from the aligning 
position of the movable aligning plate to the first aligning operation starting position out of many 
repeated aligning operations is greater than the distance from the aligning position of the 
movable aligning plate to the final aligning operation starting position as required by the present 
invention.
